Diet ancf Table Habits 


We should expect the best answer to 


the Question whetncr children can be 
educated in important matters relating to 
diet and table habits and whether it is 
deshable to serve food during the session, 
to be given by schools which are close to 
the sources of educational ideals 
and 


which are compaiatively free to put Ideals 
into practice, in our public schools It is 
seldom possible for the 
educators 
In 


charge to carry out their highest ideals, 
iccause of the constant handicap imposed 
by lack of funds. 
Their standards are 


therefore likely to be underestimated 


Pince this Question Is so important edu- 


•atlonally and at the same time is not 
a purely educational'matter, it offers a 
'avorable occasion for co-operation be- 
tween school authorities and organizations 
formed for the purpose of improving so- 
cial conditions 


The effort to devise an ideal school meal 
nvolves a careful examination of all our 
practices, to- see which, of them have a 
reasonable foundation and which Involves 
an unpardonable waste of human le- 
sources and energy 
There could be no 
letter test of the expediency of a given 
form of llv ing than its fitness to be made 
T. subject of public Instruction" We are 
ikely to think of public school meals as 
a means o£ instructing tho children of 
:he poor.m table m.mner.s, they might 
low ever, be quite as valuible In accus- 
toming the children of the ilrh to i.itirmal 
simplicity. 


Purposes of Food 
• 


The consumption of food has, two pur- 


)oses. first, to build up and repair the 
)ody tissues,, second, to supply the energy- 
needed by the bodv- in carrying on its 
vital prosesses and In muscular work 


Fot the former 
purpose nitrogenous 
material Is lequired, nitrogen being an es- 
sensltal constituent of the body cells. This 
gives us our first class of foods, the nitro- 
genous foods, or protein's, as they are 
commonly called, from which the body 
must obtain the nitrogen needed for the 
' ullrting up and repair of Its cells 


For the second purpose, that of furnish- 
ng erigrgy to the bodv. the nitrogenous 


foods, or pioteins, are also useful, but 
since after a given point is reached In 
the amount of these foods supplied, the 
body finds difficulty In eliminating their 
waste products, it must depend largely 
for the supply of eneigv needed upon 
other forms of food, 1. e., the so-called 
fuel foods 
Chief among these are fats 


and sugars and starches, the last two 
being grouped together under the common 
term caroohydrates. 
Among the car- 


bohydrates also belong cellulose, a sub- 
stance abundant in fiults and vegetables, 
and de\trines, which are produced by the 
action of dry heat on starch, and are 
found in the crusts of bread and other 
places where the starch has been sub- 
jected to high temperatures. 
Of the fuel 


foods the one that Is most easily ab- 
sorbed is sugar, the one that remains the 
longest in the stomach is fat. 


Protein Combinations " 


To secure a skillful combination of the 
proteins on the one hand and the fats 
and carbohydrates on the other, in such 
proportions as to provide the necessary 
material tor the building and repair of the 
body and of energy for Its work, and at 
the same time not to complicate the pro- 
cess of excretion, Is one of the problems 
of dietetics. 
r 


What Wot to Feed 


First: Exclude from the child's diet all 


"made dishes," rich sauces, salads, and 
fried foods. Limit the fat to that secured 
from milk and eggs and from the butter 
and cieam used at the table. 
If this 


course is followed there is little danger 
of serving too much fat. The importance 
of this. Injunction can not be overesti- 
mated 
The objections to such food as 


pastry, fritters, escalloped dishes and rich 
salads are three: Fhst, they introduce the 
most indigestible substances into the diet, 
heated fats and other foods thoroughly 
mixed with heated fats 
Second, it is 


Impossible to use "such foods without 
introducing much more fat 
than 
Is 


thought best even by those who make 
liberal estimates. I have not uncommonly 
found the fat running up to twice tho 
amount suggested by any student bf die- 
tetics as desirable ill a bill of fare that 
seemed quite ordinary. This was due to 
the use of butter and other fats In cook- 
ing and of salad oil. Third, the use of 
complicated dishes makes it almost im-

of the fat that is being served without 
long calculation, while with plain unmixed 
food materials the problem Is quite sim- 
ple. 


Second: Do not try to limit bread and 
cereals, except when It takes sugar to 
make them acceptable 
Limit sugar to 


small amounts taken after meals in des- 
serts or in the form of candy. 


Third: Do not forget to give the child 


fruit and vegetables everv day. If eaten 
at meals ,there is little danger of giving 
too much of this kind of food, providing 
It is fresh and properly prepared. Milk 
may be glvtn as a beverage and also in 
the form of milk soups and gravies 


Cooking of Eggs 


Eggs should be poached or soft boiled 
rather than fried or served as omelets. 
If eggs are kept In Iwt water twenty to 
"orty minutes, the yolks become mealy 
They can in tills form be softed over milk 
:oast or seasoned and spread on bread. 
The whites are much less digestible, if 
used, they should be chopped very fine. 


Chicken, preferably the 
while meat, 


which has a short fiber, 'and those fish 
in which there Is little fat mixed with 
the 7-nuscle fiber, like trout and vvhiteflsh, 
may be added to the dietary after milk 
and eggs. 


'Dried beans and peas are highly nitro- 


genous. If served with their skins, how- 
ever, they are Indigestible Purees which 
preserve the more nutritious part and re- 
ject the skins may properly be given to 
children. 


Cereals served tv-ith milk alone, or 
better still, with "half-and-half," make 
an almost perfectly balanced ration? The 
addition of sugar destroys the balance, 
and makes It extremely probable that in 
the diet as a wholr the proper per cent 
of carbohj drates will be exceeded. 


As to Desserts 


If we use the word "sweets," instead 
cf the word "dessert," we separate a f 
class of .foods like jams, stewed fruits, 
cookies, whose chief ingredient is sugar 
and which constitute a very legitimate 
part of the child's diet if given at the 
right time, from pie, dougnnuts and frit- 
ters, which contain a large per cent of 
cooked fat. and are therefore more dif- 
ficult of digestion. 


The amount of sugar In our typical 


menu Is about seventeen pounds a'year. 
This amount could probably be Increas- 
ed bv half without injury, particularly 
if 
the 
fat 
were 
reduced. Seventeen 


pounds for a child of 6 to 9 years would 
correspond to thiity-four pounds for an 
adult 
Perhaps the best way to regulate 


the sugar supply H to set a limit to the 
amount of sugar used in cooking for the 
family, thlrtv-four pounds a yeir for 
each grown person and a corresponding 
amount for the children, and then give 
the child one-half ounce daily in the form 
of sugar or pure candy. 
• 


Such desserts as rico pudding, custards, 


ice cream made with custard, and junk- 
et, should hardly ba classed as sweets. 
Fruits and Vegetables 


The importance of fruits and vegeta- 


bles can not be overestimated. The fruits 
should be given first in the form of fruit 


juices, scraped apple, and the pulp of 
baked apple 
Later stewed fruits and 
thoroughly fresh and ripe, but not ovoi- 
ripe, raw fruit may be added. Prunes 
are a good food and invaluable In the 
cure of 
constipation. They 
should be 


thoroughly cooked In water alone, the su- 
gar being added after the skins are soft. 
Bananas offer a great problem. They 
are usually half ripe and contain starch. 
They are therefore hardly fit to eat raw. 
Besides this, their consistency is s.uch 
that they are likely to go into the stom- 
ach In large pieces. It is a wise mother 
who can succeed in eliminating them 
from her children's bill of fare, particu- 
larly in cases of weak digestion. 


Them is no doubt that safety lies in 


cooking- most 
of 
the 
fiults that are 


served to young children. Of course, cir- 
cumstances must be taken into consider- 
ation. To a healthy child with no ten- 
dency to intestinal disturbances raw fruits 
offer few dangers, particularly in cool 
weather and at times wh»n there are no 
prevailing epidemics. If there is a ten- 
dency to looseness of the bowels, how- 
ever, no raw fruit should be given. 


The palatability of freshly cooked fruit 


Is proLaibly underestimated, 
partly be- 


caAjse the fruit is often poorly prepared, 
and partly because it Is associated in the 
thought with canned fruits. 


Freshly cooked fruits—berries, peaches 
and pears, for example—are a neglected 
item of diet 
considering their safety, 


wholesomeness 
and 
palatability. They 


suffer, of course, as noted above, through 
being associated with canned fruits. 


Figs and,Dates 


Fig-s and dates mav be eat«n raw, but 
they should always be carefully washed 
and then heated enough to destroy any 
bacterii there may be upon them." The 
heating immediately following the wash- 
Ing usually improves them by making 
them puft up and soften a trine. Stewed 
figs and dates may bo served with boiled 
rice for dessert. 


The first vegetable 1o be given Is baked 
potatoes. These may be served with salt 
alone or with milk or cream and salt. 
Later boiled or creamed potatoes may be 
given, but fried potatoes ar* unvvhole-

it night. Bread, milk and sli iple sweats 
or plain cake, make a good supper for 
ittle children. The most important parts 
if the breakfast are milk, cer< al or toast, 
tnd fruit. The question arises with school 
-•hildren whether the heavy meal ought 
o be at noon or night. At no m the moal 
'nay Interfere with the afternoon work, 
it night with sleep. It should be remem- 
bered that the heavy meal us .ally means 
the one wh^ch Includes meat 
The nour- 


ishment obtained by the gn-vvn person 
Irom meat Is secured bv the child from 
milk. This may be so dlstribu'etj through 
i he different meals that there need be 
no especially large meal 
Lunch Is Dinner 


The lunch taken by older people wit* 


the addition of milk can be considered 
the dinner of the child. His supper'can 
ihen precede the regular dinner of tba 
family and be very simple though nutri- 
tious. For school children a v arm liquid 
Is desirable at noon. This m ij- be soup 
cr cocoa. Chocolate Is too ricl\ The fact

novel uses. 
For Instance, in 1902 a 


criminal was tried and condemned by 
moans of the phone 
Gaudio Lopez, 


a notorious colored housebreaker and 
horse stealer, was arrested In Tamplco, 
Mexico, a distance or 200 miles from 
A Ictoria, the scene of his 
exploits, 


when the trial drew near the judge 
decided that as Victoria wag outsld 


his circuit it would either be necessary 
for all the witnesses to take the jour- 
ney or for the culprit to be returned 
there to await the local sessions. As 
this would necessitate a further delay 
of six months the Mexican grovernment 
authorized the hearing of the evidence 
by telephone. In this maner the judge 
listened to one of the* most remarkable 
histories of crime on record, which re- 


tence of ten years' penal 
servitude. 


In diplomacy, too, the telephone has 
more than once played a 
prominent 
part, as was seen four or five years 
ago, when it was the means of bring- 
ing about a change in the presidency 
of Salvador. 
President Guitterez had 


a powerful rival in Gen Rngalada. the 
head of the army, and when the revo- 
lution broke out the latter telephoned 


the 
presi- 


denrs abdication, as the army had al- 
ready turned against him. What re- 
ply Guitterez gave to this 
strang-e 


message is not on record, but he left 
the capital within an hour, never to 
return. In the same way a 
strong 


Spanish fortress surrendered to 
the 


Cuban General Pablo Olivier at the 
outbreak of the late war in 
Cuba. 


When the general occupied the town 
adjoining- the fortress he telephoned

sharks and swindlers of all descrip- 
tions 
The possibilities offered by a 


successful fraud upon him are great 
and the risks on the whole are less 
than have to be faced In many other 
fields of crime 


Dodges 
innumerable 
have 
been 


worked for his especial benefit, but 
the very clangors of his calling- make 
him wary, and he is not easily "had." 
That favorite device of petty thieves, 
for 
example, 
called 
"ringing 
the 


changes," which so often deceives the 
shopman or the publican, seldom suc- 
ceeds with him. Ho has a disconcert- 
ing habit of completing each payment 
as originally asked for, blandly ignor- 
ing any changes in detail until 
the 


end. Thus he makes each transaction 
complete in itself, and it is not easy 
to confuse him. 


Bad money is seldom presented at a 


bank, unless undeslgncdlv, by 
those 


who have themselves been deceived. 
It Is extraordinary how quickly 
a 


cashier can detect one bad coin among 
a number of good ones. The slightest 


difference in appearance, size, or even 
weight is often sufficient to catch his 
attention. It is not.because he has had 
so much experience of bad coins, but 
because he is so acustomed to good 
ones, that he is quick in noticing the 
difference. 
Gold 
certificates 
are 


usually wrong In weight, while silver 
ones have often a suspiciously greasy 
appearance and ring badly. 


A Swindle Worked by a Lady 


Nevertheless, a simple swindle of a 
petty nature was successfully worked 
lor some time at a certain bank where 
a number of tellers were employed. 
All of them in turn nt Intervals found 
themselves "planted" with a bright 
new farthing for 
a 
half-sovereign. 
Eventually the m3 stery was cleared 
up 
The frauel had been worked by 


the handsome lady cashier of a bis- 
business firm. W- far its success 
was clue to the dazzling glances from 
her pretty eyes, and how far to tho 
fact that she usually handed over the 
money ,-it the busiest time of the day 
and when possible m a bad litrht it 
is hard to sav. 
* ' 


Cashiers have sometimes to face the 


-risk of robbery 
by 
fellow-officials, 


though these cases are extremely rare 
1 A few years ago, however, a 
bank 


clerk left suddenly for America, un- 
der circumstances which his friends 
endeavored to hush up as rmich 
as 


possible. He had been detected !n the 
act of flshing, with,a string and bent 
pin, a bundle of notes out of a cash- 
ier's box during the letter's absence. 
A long term of Imprisonment 
would 
have been a fitting revard for 
his 


traitorous act, but the bank where it 
occurred 
paid small 
salaries, and 


thought it advisable to let the offender 
go rather than face publicity. 
It is 


to be feared that banks which tempt 
their employes to crime in this man- 
ner are not exposed as often as nil^ht 
be wished. 


Another Trick 


Another case was where 3 cashier 


continually found himself short after 
balancing the day's transactions. Us- 
ually the deficiency was 
for 
small 


sums. It puzzled him for a long time; 
but eventually the mystery was solved 
by an accident 
A clerk in the of- 


fice was in the habit o£ handing him 
a book to initial each clay. The book 
was lajd on the desk, where usually 
there were a number of loose coins 
lying about, was dulv marked, 
and 


lifted up again. One day the clerk, in 
taking back the book, was' not so cau- 
tious as usual, and the cashier caught 


the glint of a coin adhering to the 
back of it 
Struck by this defiance of 
the laws of gravity, he grasped the 
book, and found on it a small piece of 
wax, to which the coin was adhering, 
and now that clerk 
is 
numbered 
amongst the unemployed. 


Another -cashier recently lost £100 


in a simple way. 
Paying out money 


rapidly to a large number of custom- 
ers on a busy day, he found, when 
the crowd had melted away, a man 
whom he had already paid lingering 
on. Asked what he wanted the man, 
who was an old soldier, sent to cash 
a check by a government department, 
said that he was waiting for 100 sov- 
ereigns, paft of his check, which the 
cashier had not yet given him. 
The 
latter was uncjer the impression that 
he had completed the pavment, but the 
old soldier turned out his bag 
It was 


not there, and, as there was not the 
slightest doubt of his honesty, 
the 
cashier paid him another £10o'bag of 
gold. 
At night he was £100 short, 
and is now paying it up by install- 
ments. Some smart individual in the 
crowd had annexed the amount while I 
the old soldier was busy counting the ' 
earlier portion of his payment. 


Dealing With Forged ^Cheques 


..Forgerv is the terrlr of the bank 


cashier, for it is difficult to detect, and 
may relieve him of a large sum at one 
blow. 
It -must be remembered that 


every uncrossed check presented at 
the bank on which it is drawn must 
either be paid at once or a legal reason 
given for It? non-payment. If a sus- 
picious check is not paid, and turns 
out to be genuine, it may lose the bank 
a good account, or evenjnvolve it In 
an action at law. 
Thus It is easv to 
imagine that some awkward transac- 
tions arise at times 
But there are 


devices for meeting most of them. A 
forged check Is usually presented by 
an innocent third party—a messenger.- 
A few skillful questions addressed to 
him will give much information upon 
which a decision, to pay or not to pay, 
can usually be safely based. Or some 
purely technical reason may be given 
for not paying the check, thus gaining 
time andV allowing the drawer to be 
communicated with. 
If the check is 


presented by a guilty party any ap- 
pearance of delay in payment, 
any 
semblance of keen scrutiny, renders 
him uneasy. He makes some excuse 
about returning in a 
few 
minutes, 


and hurries off, dreading lest the de- 
lay mav- be due to the bank authori- 
ties having sent for the police; and 
so the cashier Is left with a worthless 
piece of paper and a spn«<i of danger 
escaped.—Tit-Bits.

HE unsightly rrag that encircles 


the throat of so many women 
is not alVays hurnt by the sun,

Very often it 
is a ring made by the constant friction 
of a high boned collar and the conse- 
quent discoloration of the skin. But 
•whatever its cause, It Is perfectly cer- 
tain that the throat showing no vestige 
of a ring is decidedly rare, so rare that 
the white throat has come to be con- 
sidered a mark of beauty. 


"Why Js this, when the ring may be 


so easily removed? This Is a question 
that I can ask. but, alas! I know that I 
•Bill receive no answer. 
However, I 


•will tell you how to remove the line, 
•whatever may have caused it, and I aff- 
vlse you all to begin treatment at once, 
so that "when the winter months come 
and 
you don semi-dressy open-neck 


frocks you will not be ashamed of the 
appearance of your throat. 


Every evening wash the neck thor- 


oughly with warm water to which a 
few drops of benzoin have been added. 
This will clean all Hie surface soil away, 
and it will also soften the akin so it 
will be susceptible to treatment.

benzoin softens and bleaches. 


After this treatment the ring may be 


red and perhaps a little sore, but this 
feeling you may soon banish if hama- 
mells Is mopped on with absorbent cot- 
ton. 
This also is a bleach, and the ring 


cannot long withstand it3 soothing and 
whitening qualities. 


To cool the skin after the application 


of the drugs, bind the neck with slices 
of ciicumber. 
This is .always -a. good 


home bleach, and I feel sure that In the 
morning you will find a marked 1m- 


• provement. 


Perhaps you would rather vary the 


treatment by using the water with ben- 
zoin and the hamamelis one night and 
reserving the cucumber application for 
the alternate night.

one-tenth of all the election precincts in 
each ot at least one-half of the counties 
comprising the district.

A candidate for representative In Con- 
gress or other office to be voted for in a 
district comprising two counties must 
file nomination papers signed by at least

must aggregate not less than 10 per cent 
of the total party vote in such district. 
A candidate for office voted for en- 
tirely within one county, or city, or

If a political organization or party had 
no candidate for Presidential electors at 
the last preceding Presidential election,, 
but had individual nominees who polled 
3 per cent of the total vote cast at such 
election, then this shall form the basis 
of estimating the percentages required 
for candidates from such political organ- 
ization.

HE breadbox is one oi the ever- 
present problems with the house- 
keeper. while the average woman

Most 
women do not, however, understand the 
"possibilities" of the breadbox as 
an 
"emergency shelf." There may be made 
from half-hardened bread many sub- 
stantial dishes and an equal number of* 
delicacies.

"Given some stale bread, a polling pin 
and an oven," said one expert house- 
keeper and cook, "and I can spread you 
a table full of dainties." 


The rapid cook who 13 always ready 
for the fray will keep her stile pieces 
of bread in a clean bag made of heavy 
lipen. The breadBox is not their proper 
place, because they interfere with the 
leasarit taste of the fresher loaves and 
ecause the same bread kept in a closed 
receptacle will invariably mould. This 
habit of rolling the stale bread Into 
crumbs ready to use at least once «. 
week Is only a decent precaution against 
the hurried meal and the unexpected 
guest. These crumbs shoul* be kept in a 
closed fruit Jar, and should be turned 
out into an open pan at least every two 
weeks and dried in the oven, or they 
will collect a dampness. 


The cakebox comes under the same 
head, and is just as insistent In its de- 
mand for frequent recognition. 
Cake

tton. 


"The Increases you have ordered— 


about 10 per cent on an average—have 
Increased your assessment roll," said 
Nye, "by $2,842,370, whereas the farm 
property might have been left as It 
was, and by simply assessing the fran- 
chises of two corporations as what they 
were assessed at in the counties from 
which they came, you could have In- 
creased your total by $6,000,000," 


Assessor Jones save no clear explan- 


ation of why he had placed nominal as- 
sessments on the two companies, mere- 
ly saying that It was a hard matter to 
get at the value of such franchises.

The Franklin 
Street Franchise 


The matter of permitting trains to run over 


streets in the heart of a city is not merely one 
of personal Interest to the property-owners 
along such contemplated right-of-way. It In- 
volves a principle of city-wide interest. 


The opposition to the granting of a fran- 


chise on Franklin street Is in no sense a ques- 
tion of antagonism to the Southern Pacifio 
Company. It deals directly with the policy of 
permitting the destruction of the city's prop- 
erty values in order to build up -a railroad's 
business. 


It is eminently proper to make very gener- 


ous concessions to railroads for development 
purposes because the benefits are mutual, 
but no such argument can apply to the Frank- 
lin street franchise. It is in no sense a devel- 
opment project, will bring no new people to 
this city and opens up no new territory. 


The mayor's declaration of unequivocal op- 


position to the running of long trains on 
Twelfth street is commendable and in line 
with a progressive public policy. All that the 
mayor has said regarding Twelfth street ap- 
plies with equal force to Franklin street and 
it will be a distinctly retrograde movement to 
allow the creating of "dead lines" on either 
thoroughfare. 


The fact that we, together with many oth- 


ers, own property fronting on the route of the 
proposed franchise is not by any means the 
sole motive for our strong protest. It naturally 
follows that a man works harder when his 
own house is on fire, but he is indeed a poor 
citizen who would not go to the assistance of 
his neighbor whose 
home might be 
In 


flames. That is just how 'the protestants 
feel regarding this franchise. It is not their 
fight alone; they are fighting against the 
establishment of a highly dangerous and de- 
structive precedent. 


Franklin street is but one block east of 


Broadway 
and any extension of business 


eastward must necessarily be on Franklin 
street which is even now being magnificently 
Improved with that very purpose in view.

An ass with a 


stone for a heart turned the sorely stricken patient 


away with the declaration that none but railroad men 
could be accommodated there. 


"But can't you give this man first aid—he is bleed- 


ing to death?"

Now, that worse than stupid cruelty will very likely

It remained for the resourceful Jack Tait, how- 
ever, to let the dear ones see just how their drinks 
were compounded, and thus give them a liberal edu- 
cation in one of the means of keeping hubby at home.

A "MILLIONAIRE ARTIST." 


William Keith, "the millionaire artist," has just sold 


two of his paintings to Mrs. Frank Carolan for $1000 
each, and Macbeth, the big New York dealer who has 
been on the coast looking for good work in the studios, 
has taken ten other Keith landscapes away with him. 
And so, while other artists complain of hard times 
and the lack of appreciation, the veteran goe.s on ad- 
ding to his great fortune and finds plenty of buyers 
at his own prices. 


But Keith has -wedded industry to genius. His 


studio is full of canvases. He is still at work, peg- 
ging away though rich enough and old enough to 
rest. 


"They commiserate me over my narrow, hard life," 


he said to me this week. "They wonder that I go on 
working. But they don't know my delights. It is be- 
cause I love the work that I keep at it. No one knows 
the great thrills and enthusiasm I get out of the labor 
of painting. Sometimes I find myself all throbbing ' 
and trembling with delight.

So that I have made a great 
deal of money out of a task that is purely a labor of 
love. 


THE FAMILY TO CELEBRATE. 


The coming week "The Family" is to celebrate "the 


annual flight of the stork" at the Family Farm, back 
of Redwood City. 
And this fact calls to my mind 


something of the story of this unique organization. 
It was formed in the early months of 1902 as a sort 
of protest against the tendency of other clubs to get 
too large—so large that 'the pleasures of individual 
contact and individual development were lost in the 
mass. So it strictly limited its active membership to 
200, and has stuck to that limit, no matter what the 
temptations to extend it. 


In April, 1902, the club set up a very modest home 


at the corner of Montgomery and Commercial streets. 
It was a success from the start. Before the year was 
up it fitted fort itself uniquely beautiful rooms up- 
town on Post street, near Grant avenue. There it had 
begun to accumulate much that was valuable in the 
way of books and bibelots and paintings, when the'fire 
came along and wiped it all away. 


That was a hard blow for a little, new club, but the 


members pulled together with a will, took Gordon 
^landing's big house at Clay and Franklin streets, 
and faced fate unflinchingly. The club spirit in the 
little organization has won out. 
Now, without in- 


creasing its 200 membership limit, it is preparing to 
move into a beautiful home at Bush and Powell streets 
and it has "The Family Farm" of thirty odd acres at 
Portola in the beautiful San Mateo hills. This edcnic 
spot is reached in less than two hours' by automobile 
or train from San Francisco and ofters a complete 
change of climate. As a consequence it resounds al- 
most nightly with the frolics of "the Children of the 
Family" and is thoroughly satisfactory as a pleasuring- 
ground. 


All this has been accomplished in seven years by a 


club that boasts that it has no house rule, and shows 
what can be done when the pull-together spirit is once 
aroused in a company of men or in a community. 


HENEY'S POOR SHOWING. 


Politicians are still unable to explain why Heney 


made such a poor showing in the primary. Eve§ the 
prosecutor's enemies are surprised that he displayed 
so little strength. The small vote cast for him in the 
Democratic column is the greatest puzzle of all. 


The Democratic Club which nominated Ralph Me- 


Leren for Mayor endorsed Heney for District Attorney 
and made an active canvass in his behalf. 
In this 


organization are to be found the Sullivans, O'Gara, 
Judge Maguire, Bob Harrison and other boosters for 
the graft prosecution. 


At all of McLeren's meetings Heney was boomed. 


Heney was not placed on the MeLeren ticket because 
he is .registered as a Republican, and hence the law 
forbade the printing of his name on the Democratic 
ballot. 
. On the other hand Phelan, Dan Murphy, Connolley, 
Supervisor Jim Booth, Charlie Fay and Tom Hickey, 
Chairman of the County Committee, made a vigorous 
fight in the organization wing for the Spreckels at- 
torney. They passed the word down the line to write 
Heney's name on the ballot. And it was- what is 
called "wise" politics for them to .do so. 
.. In addition, an active propaganda was carried on 
by the Spreckels Good Government machine to induce 
Democrats to make Heney 
their 
candidate. 
Paid 


workers were at every polling place urging Demo- 
crats to write his, name on their ballots. 


This work cost somebody several thousand dollars. 


Yet with it all, the vote for Heney was pitifully small. 
Out of the more than 8000 Democratic votes cast he re- 
ceived a total of 23S-4—a little more than 25 per cent and 
only 124 more than was given Fickert, the Republican 
organization candidate. Even MeLeren, who started as 
a dead one. got 810 more votes than Heney. 
Fiekert's 


name had to be written in the same as Heney's, and 
tfie only recognized Democrat that made a fight was 
Morris Oppenheim, while several of McNnb's lieuten- 
ants were active workers for Heney. 
Tom Hickey 


came out in a card stating that the nomination for 
District Attorney was left blank that Heney's name 
might be written in, and advising Democrats to.-vyrite 
it in.

hitherto. 
If the story is right, "Black Beetles in 


Amber" will no^be in it as a subject of interesi to 
our local statesmen, near poets, "prominent" soc ety 
people, colonels of a succession of Governors' staffs 
and gentlemen who shine in the militia. Even the 
dogs will howl—perhaps some of them will whine. 
For the story comes from Washington that Bierce is 
writing a book that mighi be entitled "Recollections 
of All the Men I Have Ever Known.'" 


Now, Bierce is 67 years old, and in "the dark brck- 


ward and abysm" of his lime he has known a gi eat 
many men. He has had a tolerably good insight into 
the majority of them, and none is to escape, no ivat- 
ter how obscure. The work is said already to have 
cached the proportions oJ an unabridged dictionr.ry.

DIRECT PRIMARY LAW. 


The direct primary law has been tested in this city 


and the results are of public record. Of the 216 can- 
didates on the five tickets—Republican, Democratic, 
Socialist, Union Labor and Independence League- 
that were submitted to the people for their indorse- 
ment or nomination, but one aspirant who was not the 
selection of a political organization or machine was 
chosen by the electors. 


The political partisans really won in every instance, 


the suggested exception being Fred Eggers, who ran 
"independent" for Sheriff because-the Citizens' Com- 
mittee refused to recommend him. But Eggers is a 
well seasoned politician, having served as Supervisor 
for two terms and made an unsuccessful campaign for 
Tax Collector. He also has a machine of his own, 
having held the Thirty-sixth Assembly district as a 
pocket borough against all comers for years. As to 
having an organization back of him, Egoers was the 
first choice of the regular Republicans and his turn- 
ing down by the business men did not alienate many 
of its followers from him. Then, too, Eggers had the 
support of the allied German societies, and as the Ger- 
m?ns of foreign birth exceed all other foreign nationali- 
ties in the number of their registered voters in this 
city they certainly are a power to be reckoned with 
politically. 


Xot a single candidate nominated at the primary 


mav be claimed to have sprung from the brow of the 
people except by way of the political organizations, 
whose selections the people indorsed in every instance, 
for the factions in this city are as much political 
machines as are the regular political organizations, 
differing from them only in strength 
and 
possibly 


sagacity and ability as leaders of men. 


It may be truthfully said that the direct primary 


law has strengthened the regular political organiza- 
tions, for if they were universally successful in this 
the first of the direct primaries when public interest 
called out a larger vote than ever before cast at a 
preliminary election in this city, what will be the ten- 
dency in times of normal political interest in a cam- 
paign? 


That the citizens believe in partizan organization 


was clearly shown by the fact that the more nomina- 
tions from the machines a candidate got the greater 


the number of votes for him that followed. Instead of 
objecting to machines the people seemed to give them 
their support in no uncertain manner. While no can- 
didate without a machine indorsement received a nomi- 
nation at the polls, John E. McDougald, the aspirant 
for Treasurer, who had practically three, was given 
the largest vote of any candidate who went before the 
people last Tuesday. 


The Citizens' Committee met with a fair share of 


success in this preliminary election. Of the thirteen 
candidates for administrative and legal offices recom- 
mended by them eight were nominated at the primary 
polls. Of the eighteen candidates for Supervisor rec- 
ommended by the business men and indorsed by the 
regular Republican organization, ten were nominated 
last Tuesday. 


MONEY IN HENEY'S FIGHT. 


The contest for the nomination for District Attor- 


ney was a most spirited and interesting one. Charles 
M. Fickert reecived the indorsement of both the Re- 
publican and Union Labor parties by overwhelming 
majorities. Francis J. Heney received the Democratic 
nomination by the not very complimentary majority 
oi 124. 


The Good Government-Rudolph Spreckels-"Gum- 


shoe" Burns-Isidor Jacobs combination for purity by 
the decoy postage stamp primary and similar routes, 
made most strenuous efforts to land this nomination 
for the special prosecutor. Money did not appear to be 
any object in this fight. The McLcren rump Demo- 
cracy was backed in consideration of its efforts to 
secure Heney's nomination. Hundreds of men were 
employed and thousands of dollars worth of printed 
matter used to this same end. Men were placed on 
the street cars to distribute circulars and cards plead- 
ing for votes for Heney. 


In response to advertisements men assembled at the 


Heney--Spreckels-"Gumshoe" Burns headquarters in 
the Lick building on Monday night preceding the pri- 
mary and 300 more were employed to "work" for 
Heney at the polls on Tuesday, their compensation 
being $5 each. 


Even with all this unusual effort in behalf of the 


special prosecutor Fickert would have 
secured the 


Democratic nomination also had it not been for an ex-, 
cess of zeal on the part of some of his youthful sup- 
porters. These young men conceived the idea of mak- 
ing a house-to-house canvass of the Democrats south 
of the slot, last Sunday, in th? interest of Fickert. 
This course not only excited resentment in some in- 
stances, but attracted, unnecessary attention to what 
had previously been a still hunt. But for this mistake 
in judgment Fickert would have received the Demo- 
cratic majority by a large majority, notwithstanding 
the efforts of the Taylor administration and "Gumshoe" 
Burns in behalf of the special prosecutor. As it -was, 
Fickert's lead pencils, of which there were $600 worth 
bearing the inscription, "Charles M. Fickert—District 
Attorney," did good work in the Bourbon camp. His 
failure to secure that nomination was merely a case of 
too much zeal among his friends. 


WHITE HAT MCCARTHY'S BATH. 


The fact that for some not apparent reason stories 


about "White-Hat" McCarthy are the vogue, the tale" 
of the $2500 bath that horseman and ladies' man once 
indulged in might bear repeating. 
One night some 


years ago 'White Hat" wandered across the court-' 
yard of the old Palace Hotel with languid and indif- 
ferent air approaching the blase. Colonel Kirkpatrick 


is a kind-hearted man, or at least he was at that time, 
and he instructed the attaches of the place to assist 
McCarthy to bed. The horseman was carefully dis- 
posed of in a room on the mezzanine floor over the 
Union League Club. During the night McCarthy par- 
tially awoke and imagined he wanted a bath. He 
wandeped into the bathroom, and disposing himself in 
the tub, turned on the water and again went to sleep. 
The next morning there was a miniature flood in the 
rooms of. the Union League and the frescoed ceilings 
had to be removed and others substituted and various 
damages to the furniture, carpets, paintings and library 
repaired at a. cost of $2500. 


But "White Hat" had taken his bath and also cap- 


tured the record for the cost of such sanitary and 
restful pleasures. Colonel Kirkpatrick's solicitude for 
guests suffering from ennui similar to that which over- 
came McCarthy has waned since the bath tub incident 
and it is not of public recofd, or even of hotel gossip, 
that he ever again ordered the "white-hatted" one nut 
to bed. 


THEATERS DOING GOOD BUSINESS. 


That San Francisco is a pleasure-loving city, and is 


willing to pay for its entertainment, whether times' be 
good or bad, is shown by the fact that the theaters of 
this city are doing a good business even in this summer 
month and the patronage of these places of amusement 
is greater than for several previous months. The 
people of San Francisco are1 remarkable in their ability 
to always secure sufficient money for their pleasures 
and entertainments whether they be of 1he dramatic 
stage, of the table, in the field of sports or the more-ex- 
citing diversions that run to games of chance or luck. 


The Orpheum, the first of the theaters to open down 


town, is doing an enormous business, playing to full 
houses and frequently turning away people. The name 
of the former u^-town Orpheum has been changed to 
The Garrick and will be opened September 1st with 
Klaw and Erlanger's attractions, which will be pre- 
sented there until the new Colonial, now in process 
of construction on McAllister street, is completed. 


November 1st, The Garrick will go under the con- 


trol of Gottlob & Marks to be run in connection with 
the Van Ness until the new Columbia, at the corner 
of Mason and Geary streets, shall be opened. It is 
expected that the Columbia, the second of down town 
theaters to be built since the fire, will be ready for 
business by the middle of December. It will probably 
open with David Warfield. 


The theatrical situation, just now, is somewhat con- 


fused, rif^ not actually mixed. There is a scrap on be- 
tween the American and Valencia over the presentation 
of the Shubert attractions. The American signed up 
with Shubert, but he is now desirous of canceling 
the contract with a view to transferring his plays 
to the Valencia. The latter theater will present these 
attractions from August 29 to October 3, when it will 
be turned into a vaudeville house under the name of 
American Music Hall, handling William Morris' acts. 
Walter Hoff Seely, manager of the Valencia and Wil- 
liam Morris, its representative, will transfer the Shu- 
bert attractions to anbther house—probably the Prin- 
cess. 


There is talk of Fred Belasco having a new theater 


•to be built downtown, several sites being under con- 
sideration; In the meantime he is continuing his stock 
company at the Alcazar. 


COL. 
KIRKPATRICK FOR PEACE. 


A number of the leading business men of San Fran- 


cisco, friends and associates of Colonel J. C. Kfrkpat- 
rick of the Fairmont and Palace Hotels, met in the 
rooms of the Merchants''Association and arranged to 
tender the. Colonel a banquet as "Ex-Park Commis- 
sioner." 
When Kirkpatrick was communicated with 


he asked his friends not to pursue the rhatter, fo- while . 
he fully appreciated the compliment and their kind in- 
tentions he feared that there might be som*; comment 
on Mayor Taylor and tbe latter's administration, which 
he thought it might be well to avoid. The Colonel 
being a man pf peace and not of war urged hsrmony 
and an avoidance of a bitter contention that might 
be aroused by a banquet which would be a protest 
aaginst the course of the poet Mayor in declaring Kirk- 
patrick's office as Park Commissioner vacant because 
he happened to be in Europe in excess of sixty days, 
the time allowed a public official under the charter 
to be absent from the State. 


^ I am told that a reference to the records of the Park 
Commission would show that James D. Phelan, one of 
its members, has been out of the State exceeding sixty 
days during the past year. 
Poet Taylor, however, 


has displayed no zeal :n enforcing the provisions of 
the charter in this instance. But then Phelan was in 
Washington in relation to the Hetch-Hetchy water 
proposition and probably Mayor Taylor views a vio- 
lation of the law in this connection with different eyes, 
for he has made no sign on the lines of appointing a 
successor to Phelan in the Park Commission. The 
Mayor may or may not have received his orders from 
Phelan, by whom his administration has been much 
influenced, as yet. 


FOR MUNICIPAL BUILDINGS. 


Iii defining the policies he will pursue, if e ected, 


William Crocker, the Republican nominee for Mayor, 
has said that he will permit no further and unneces-

structed to break ranks for fear that should they 
keep step the uniform motion might cause the struc- 
ture to fall-about their cars. 


The members of the Police Department "having oc- 


cupied this building for three years have become so 
accustomed to its possibilities for eccentric move- 
ment that they pay no heed to it other than tx take 
care not to mark time or keep step within its walls.

It is a grave and rather startling charge that Pres 


dent Faunce brings against American universities. 
H 


says they are murdering the English language. 


"I would like," he declared at Chautauqua, "to se 


the colleges of the country join in an effort to indue 
the American people to -write and speak the Englis 
tongue decently. The colleges are not doing it now 
Many of our college seniors cannot write a decent bus 
ness letter." These are hard words; and, moreover, the 
are uttered by a college president of high repute as 
scholar and educator. That there is much truth in them 
cannot be denied. A species of jargon is cultivate 
among the students at every college in the land—a com 
pound of slang that is hardly intelligible to the uninitiatec 
The inability of many university graduates to write goo 
English is notorious. 
Every newspaper editor is con 


stantly made aware of this fact when he takes youn, 
college men on his staff. 
While we think Presiden 


Faunce somewhat overstates the case, he is quite righ 
in saying reform in this particular is urgently necessary 
^It is a reform which should begin in the institutions o 
higher learning. It is one of the first duties of college 
and universities to teach the youth of the land how to 
speak and write the mother tongue with clearness anc 
precision, to clothe ideas in graceful and luminous Ian 
gtiage. Not only is the mechanical use of the vocabulary 
neglected, but the art of writing plainly and punctuating 
properly is falling into innocuous desuetude. There is too 
much superstructure^and not enough underpinning to our 
system of education. Belles lettres is being cast aside 
for scientific smattering and technical courses tending to 
commercialism. Grammar and mathematics are subordi- 
nated to psuedo philosophy and professional training. In 
any system of education it is essential that students should 
be grounded in the structure of the mother tongue, the 
meaning and use of words, and the method of employing 
them that will give the fullest and clearest expression of 
thought in a manner at once direct, concise and graceful. 
Of what avail are logic and rhetoric without a knowledge 
of philology and grammar? Wood cannot bs sawed with 
a sledge-hammer nor carving done with a saw. A knowl- 
edge of the use of tools and proficiency in their use are 
essential to efficiency and thorough workmanship in 
mechanics. The meaning of words and proficiency in their 
use are essential to correct speaking and writing; also 
to sound reasoning. But unhappily it is an essential too 
often disregarded in American universities. Hence we 
find a mass of mixed metaphor and confused thinking— 
undigested material—turned out of our colleges annually.

Subway Campaign of Education 


Supervisor Joseph II. Kelley's campaign for a subway 


tinder the harbor to connect Oakland and Alameda and 
relieve the harbor fairway of the obstructions caused by 
the drawbridges at Webster and Harrison-street crossings 
is gaining headway rapidly. The improvement cluba in 
Alameda and the Chambers of Commerce of the two cities 
have been enlisted in the cause. 


At present Mr. Kelley's campaign is strictly educa- 


tional. 
He has collated a mass of information on the 


subject which carries weight with it, and his manner of 
marshaling it before his auditors is impressive. He has 
won over to his way of thinking many of the most in- 
fluential citizens in both municipalities. 


It may take a long time before this campaign of edu- 


cation takes the form of a campaign- of action. But it 
will come to the latter, sooner or later, as a matter of 
imperative necessity. The maintenance of the drawbridges 
has already proved a drawback to the Federal gov ern- 
ir/ent's interest in the development of the harbor. When 
Senator Burton, as chairman of the Rivers and Harbors 
Committee of the House of Representatives, took official 
cognizance of the presence of the drawbridges, he plainly 
stated that they acted as a bar to harbor development and 
strongly intimated that Congress would go slow in making 
appropriations for the purpose so long as they remained 


Mr. Kelleyhas shown conclusively through the statis- 


tics he has gathered with painstaking industry relating to 
Oakland commerce and interurban traffic that the bridges 
are interfering very materially with both, and that their 
interference is growing more serious as the commerce of 
the harbor grows and the travel between the two cities 
increases. The growth of commerce interrupts travel and 
the increase of travel increases the difficulty to keep the 
waterway free to commerce which has the right of way. 
The time is, in fact, approaching when the two cities di- 
rectly and Alameda county at large will have to decide be- 
tween abolishing the bridges and constructing subways for 
land travel or dwarfing the commercial facilities of thej 
harbor in whose fullest development the whole county is 
vitally interested.

Paigntorfs Big Puddings 


The tiny resort of Palgnton In Devon- 


shire will, In August, revive a curious 
historical festival. Centuries ago It was 
the custom there to make a huge pud- 
ding for distribution among the poor. 
In later years, however, It was only made 
on the occasion of some Important event. 
On the conclusion 
o{ the 
Continental 


Wars, which ended with Waterloo, for 
Instance, a pudding weighing a ton and 
a half was made and boiled In sections. 
It cost £52 10s, and among the ingre- 
dients were 
573 pounds 
of flour, 191 


pounds of bread, 882 pounds of raisins, 
191 pounds at currants, 382 pounds of 
suet, 320 lemons, 260 quarts of milk, 144 
nutmegs, 95 pounds of sugar and a large 
number of eggs. 


In 1859 Palgnton again distinguished It- 


self by making a Christmas pudding of 
similar weight, but since then those re- 
sponsible have been satisfied with com- 
paratively dimmutlve examples, averag- 
ing about 200 pounds each.

for church bazaars and festivals, and 


did not 
really 
constitute the famou 


Palgnton pudding, • which, according t 
rule, is only made every fifty years. Thi

Oakland shows up again in the record of the bank 


clearing house's of the country, with a percentage of gain 
over the corresponding week of last year of 21.3 per cent. 
San Francisco shows an improvement over the preceding 
week with a gain of 14.2 per cent. Sacramento, for some 
unexplained reason, lost 8 2 per cent in the biennial com- 
parison of the week's clearings, while Los Angeles shows 
that it has fully recovered from the business'depression 
in which it was immersed this time last year by showing 
a gain of 40 per cent. A year ago, while Los Angeles was 
still struggling to escape from the financial doldrums, 
Oakland had recovered the welcome breeze of prosperity 
and. was again moving with swelling sails all set. The 
gain Oakland shows in the comparisons between this 
year and last year's bank clearings is the percentage of in- 
crease in business; that of Los Angeles, that it is having 
restored what' was temporarily lost through the almost 
total suspension of the tourist travel which the New York 
financial panic of the close of the year 1907 caused. Mo 
city in California felt the effects of that panic so keenly 
as Los Angeles or took so long a time to recover from 
them. But the gritty metropolis of Southern California 
is evidently getting back "in the swim" with both feet. 
And, it is of record, that no city on the continent recov- 
ered more quickly from the effects of the panic than Oak- j 
land did. 


San Francisco has a conditional promise that the con- 


vention of the National Education Association shall be 
held there next year; but it is, according to the Examiner, 
in no condition to utilize the honor. What is to prevent 
Oakland making a bid for it?-'This city has now an es- 
tablished reputation as a convention city and no associa- 
tion in existence would be more welcome to enter its 
gates and be entertained by its citizens. The near prox- 
imity of the State University to this city will be an addi- 
tional attraction to the members of the association. Oak- 
Jand should make a strong bid for the convention now 
that San Francisco has cold feet on the proposition. 


School Text Book Condemned 


Some one associated with the administration of Oak- 


ands pubhc school affairs has laid himself wide open to 
the severest criticism for the adoption by the Board of 
Education of a school .text-book-a geography^which 
gives Oakland a bofc-jjlow by not oniy fgnorfng h t 
the text and m the maps it contains as one of the great- 
est commercial cities of the Pacific Coast, for next to San 
Francisco it has a larger commerce now than any other 
city in _the State, but it adds insult to ignorance of fact 
by placing ,ts population at 60,000. Of course, the Board 
of Education voted blindly on some one's recommenda- 
tion 
The question which most concerns the people of 


Oakland and those interested in the city's reputation 
abroad ,s, Who ,s responsible for the recommendation 
which resulted in the adoption of this particular work as 
a text-book for the public schools? 


_ Oakland has enough to contend against in the foes 


without its gates who, through envious interest 
dustriously misrepresenting its status in the nLlcl

population, commerce, industrial development, wealth and 
prospective growth. These misrepresentations are how- 
ever eas!ly met and-refuted. The most dangerous enemy 
Oakland has is the traitor from within-who, through fals- 
ification of facts or otherwise, places the cjty in a false p 
tion and degrades it in the eyes of those abroad who 
not acquainted with it. The adoption of the text-book in 
question by the Board of Education on some one's recom- 
mendation, is an approval of its lying contents regarding 
this city. The only remedy for the offense committed is 
to throw out the offending text-book. 


The incident revives the irritation which the practice 


of changing text-books in the public school produces. Not 
a term goes by without changes being made. The only 
settled policy seems to be to change text-books whenever 
a glib-tongued agent of a school book publisher comes 
around. It is a source of constant expense to parents and 
they reasonably rail against it, because the books which 
one child has used to carry it through the course cannot 
be used by the next in line. The fact that the discarded 
books are not worthless is proved by an allowance be- 
ng made in the exchange for the new book. 
The old 


book is, of cdurse, sold to some country "school district at 
a low rate. The policy of frequent changes in text-books 
is bad. It is, moreover, an outrageous imposition on 
parents and, besides, disorganizes the whole system of 
study. And it leads also to just SUch outrageous mistakes 
and the scandals associated with them as that which has 
been exposed by Councilmen Vose and Cobbledick and 
righteously condemned by the East Oakland Republican 
Club, in the geography which belittles Oakland.

land's central business quarters and, 
as a result, a long haul for the deliv- 
ery of all merchandise to its patrons, 
while the Southern 
Pacific 
at 
the 


Third and Ktrkham street depot has 
a comparatively short haul and the 
new distributing depot of the "Western 
Pacific on Third street, between Alice 
and Harrison, gives that corporation 


fc'a still shorter haul for the delivery of 
P" goods to main business establlshrnents 


located In the center of the city and 
which have becoT.e important railroad 
customers during the past three years. 
If the Santa Fe can gfet access to Sec- 
ond street and a franchise to lay tracks 
on it to the north arm of the estuary, 
It will be on an equal level with the 
"Western Pacific Railroad Company In 
the hauling of freight. The Santa Fe 
Company has not yet shown its hand 
In regard to Its Intentions in the de- 
velopment of such a plan, if It Is for a 
certainty contemplated 


Much speculation has been created 


also by the manner in which the West- 
ern Pacific is developing Its system of 
spur tracks on the north side of Third 
street between Oak and Alice In its 
efforts to reach the new freight depot. 
Four lines of spur tracks have been 
started In the block between Oak and 
Madison streets, all of which will butt 
up against the east fence of the Ben- 
del 
property, 
while 
another 
spur, 


branche" from the main line lust past 


of the Alice street line to swing Into 
the south front of the depot. 
It is 


rumored among railroad m«n that the 
company must g-et 
the Bendal .prop- 


erty to carry their tracks through to 
the north side of the depot, and that 
the original intention was 
to force 


their way through the half block con- 
demnation. 
But 
the 
Bendels 
have 


blocked that feature in the game by 
protesting- against a franchise being 
granted by the Council to cross Alice 
street with railroad spur tracks in the 
block between Third and Fourth streets 
and the protest Is effective because It 
represents the eastern frontage of the 
block and' no franchise can be granted 
without a majority of the frontage fa- 
voring it. The railroad company owns 
150 feet of the west side frontage and 
might possibly get the consent of the 
remaining- fifty feet, but it would be 
of no avail, as it would still lack a 
majority. 


The latest report is that the com- 


pany is planning to get Into its own 
territory at the depot by a circuitous 
route along Fourth street, and thus 
shutting in the Bendel property and 
forcing a sale at any old figure it may

But if that is attempted it is 


quite certain to meet with opposition 
to strong to overcome.

which Is now being- played is evidently 
a bluff and the future must determine 
how it will work. 


Another 
important 
development In 


the same neighborhood is the location 
of a new produce commission center on 
Second street between Alice and Har- 
rison, six Italian produce firms having 
leased property formerly occupied by 
Chinese in tho block and the premises 
are being now remodeled to suit the 
wants of the new lessees. 


Other produce firms are reported to 


be seeking a foothold in the same quar-
